If any recollections of the old days of persecution are IPposite on sah sp 
o’casion as this, they are those which recall the protectiva often extended to the 
suffering Jews by Churchmen wiser thin their flock. The Dominican Friars were 
s‘arved for days by the citizens of London because they had the courage to seal 
between the howling crowd and the shrinking Israelites. Toe Bishop of Norwich 
was mobbed because he voted fur Pelham's Emancipation Act. Every Pope pr 
mises on his enthronisation to protect the Jews, although some of the LOCO benty 
of the Holy See have interpreted that engagement in a droll manner, U adoudtedis 
there is a long record of priestly persecations to set ag. ast the acts of kindgen 
and protection. Religion has been diversely iaterpreted ia the course of ages. 
We have to be thankful that we live in days when good mea are able to mata 


goodwill on common ground though their opiaions oa som > points are as opposed 
as pole to pole. 


Canon Cheyne pleads in the Contemporary Review this month fa g 
improved method of teaching the Old Testament. First of all—though b 
deals with the point last—he would have Christians value the Hebre 
Scripture as well as the Greek. He protests against “the idea that th 
Old Testament is of no particular moment, ail that we need being the New 
Testament, which has been defended by our valiant  apclogicty al 
expounded by our admirable interpreters.”

He denies that the new 
criticism necessarily involves a rejection of the superpatoral origia a ibe 
Bible.

To the object 
that a Christian minister who should expound the Scriptures according coat 
lights would shock his hearers, the Canon replies that they would be shot 
only in a good sense ;” sermons are meant to stimulate, not to send te nae 
From “ shocks” in the ordinary sense the really devout, says the Canon, .

It 
sens etrange to hear of Frenchwomen, whom we generally associate with frivoli- 
ties, giving learned discourses on agricaltara! instracti on, questions of legislature, 
riod many other subjects which more clearly fall within the domain of woman's 
cterests. Among the papers that were read was one by Mdlle. Kaho, on Indue- 
vial sebecls for young Jewish Girls, and another by Madame Lalphen, on 
Valeroity work among Jewish Women. We have pot read d tiiled accounts of 
these papers, bat we are glad to leara that our French sisters have taken part in 
che Congrese, and are interesting themselves in philanthropic work. We may be 
old-fashioned, but it seems to us that in helping ia such work wominis in her 
proper sphere, and that in the kindly acts and thoughts that elevate and refine 
pummanit y she may Claim not only «quality but superiority to men. 


T.e letter from our correspondent “A.E F.,"’ published last week, on the 
Argentine Republic, contains ‘nost interesting and valuable details. Now wher 
ibe labour market here is so overetocked it is pleasing to hear of a place where there 
is plenty of work for handicraftemen, and where there is a strong demand for 
\eerof all kinds, The difficulty about the language is a serious drawback, as 
seweafraid it would take our poor Russian co-religionists a long time before 
they could master even the rudiments of the Spanish language, judging from the 
mill sdvance they make in the knowledge of English, even after a residence 
bereofmany years. The religious question in Buenos Ayres does not seem t» 
receive much attention, but the appointment of a regular minister might help to 
efect much good, we should imagine, in this direction. The difficulty of Sabbath 
observance might not be insuperable even in view of the fact that there are no 
Jewish employers.of labour. Christian masters might be sati sfied to let their 
enployés work on the let instead of the 7th day of the weck if they found them to 
be honest, steady, and industrious workmen. There seems to be but little enthu- 
sium for their relizion amongst the Jews who are settled in the capital of the 
Argentine Republic, as is evidenced by the fast that many hold aloof from the 
community. We are afraid apathy and indifference, and not the kindly éxcuse 
made for them by our correspondent, namely, that they may -be unaware of the 
crittepce of a Jewish. community, is their real reason for keepiog away 
from it. Clearly a zealous and energetic minister would have an admirable field 
for the display of his abilities in Buenos Ayres. There is no reason why that city 
thould not become, if tuken in hand in time, a veritable steonghold of Judaism 
a the Southern hemisphere. Anglo-Jewish firms having business relations with 
the Argentine Republic would do well to take note of this. 


Mr. M. H. Spielmann contributes t» the Contemporary a vigorous 
uticle on the shortcomings of the Royal Academy system, Mr. Spiel- 
man is careful to avoid those extravagant charges which have so largely 
letracted from the cogency of the indictment preferred by rabid opponents of 
the Council.

When the application was first made to the Councit of the United Synagogue, it 
was shown that the need existed to a large extent, and since that time it has been 
found that the field is mach larcer than was originally thought 

I venture to-say that the combined knowledge and wisdom of the Council of 
the United Synavorzue is quits equal to that of Mr. Laurence Jacobs. It is the opinion 
of those who arein a better position to know than Mr. Jacobs that the synagogue, 
when established, will not alone be self-supporting, but that in the not very remote 
future it may be a sonrce of profit to the united body. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Laurence Jacobs’ ill-timed and uncharitable growl 
will not prejudice the Jewish public against an object which those who are as good 
Jews and better judges consider to be a most desirable and laudable work.

Mr, Justice Kay : Has it any kind of endowment? How is it supported? 


Mr. Rensuaw : It is supported, my Lord, by the money collected, amounting 
to about £600 a yrar. 


Mr. Justice Kay: All volaatary subscriptions ? 

Mr. RensHaw: Yes, my Lord. There is no endowment, exoept that the site 
would really belong to the school, and it is vested in Lord Rothschild and Mr. 
Samuel Montagu, upon trast to allow it to be used for this purpose. 

Mr. Justice Kay: Is Lord Rothechild one of the trustees. 

Mr. Rensaaw: He is one of the mombers of the Committee, my- Lord, and he 
is also a trustee with Mr, Monticu. 


Mr, Justice Kay : It is proposed to hand this over to a Committ 2, of which 
Lord Rothschild is one. 

Mr. Rexsuaw: Yes, mv Lord. The members of the Committee are all the 
p-titioners with the exception of the Attorney General. 

Mr. Justice Kay: Are they all resident ia England ? 

Mr. Rensuaw: Yes, my Lord, 

Mr. Justico Kay : Ifthe Attorney-General thinks that is right, it is in the 
nature of a scheme, 

Mr, RexsHaw: I do not think thore ig any power in the Court to declare a 
scheme of a foreign charity. Tht has been deoided more than onc’ bat it is in 
the nature of a scheme and in the natare of an application ey prév. It has been 
decided in several cases the Court can e to the ee surityoft a Charity of this 
nature, bat not to the sabsequent administration of the Charity. 

Mr. Justice Kay : This isa diversion.

Mr, Justice KAy ; My oaly doubt is, if you say the Court has decide! you can- 
not hive a scheme in this case. whether I ean modify the bequest, 

Mr Rensiaw: Yes, my Lord. In the case of the Attorney-General ¢. Lepine 
(reported In 2, Swans'on), the Court held that it would not settle a scheme for a 
foreign charity, the reason being asimple one, that the Coart has no power to sea 
the thing carried out. Toe headnote to that cwe is this, “ Residuary estats 
bequeathed to the minister aad chureh officers of a parish in Scotland for charitable 
pucposea, was directed to be investedin stock in the name of the Accountant-General,

Mr. Justice KAY: And the Court will direct Lord Rothschild to apply this 
money in any way it thinks proper.

Not a little, 
tional music of the synagogue, has sprung from anything 
say nothing of sacred source. The assimilating process 
powerfully moulded Jewish thought and Jewish theology has 
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played its part in the history of synagogue music, and many a popular tune 

sung by “the man in the street” in some Spanish and German town has been 

impounded for the enrichment of the Service. Side by side with these simple 

melodies there exist a goodly number of elaborate compositions, chiefly of 

modern date, which are beloved of the multitude, but which the multitude 

cannot sing for lack of the needful knowledge and the equally necessary 

voices. Momsaca will occur to everybody as the typical composer of sach 

music. Written essentially fora choir, these melodies cin only be included 

ina congregational hymn-book after many searchings of heart. Finally 

there is not a little music at present sung in our p'aces of worship which has 
not even the merit of being endeared to the congregants by past memories, It 
has not th» charm of antiquity, which in religious music is permitted to cover 
a multitude of sins, technical and otherwise ; nor dy our affections ¢ ing to it 
because it reminds us of our youth, of the old folks, and of the old “ Shool,”’ 
as Momnacn’s melodies do. It is the product of composers “ that have come 
newly up,” that our “ fathers respected not” for the excellent reason that they 
did not know them. Music of this kind is usually of an inordinately ambitious 
character, and has apparently been contrived with the deliberate design 
of preventing the congregation from singing by the simple expedient of 
making singing too hard forthem, Its effect frequently is to prevent singing 
altogether, evenon the part of the choir; for the attempt to acclimatise 
Hanpew or Waaser within the synagogue is apt to overshoot the mark 
by introducing compositions which the average choir attacks only to make 
discord. 

From this bewildering chaos it has beea the business of the authors of 
the new Hymnal to evolve order. They have had to sift the ingredients of 
that complex entity, Synagogue Masic, retaining only those which can be 
used for congregational, as distinct from merely choral, singing. Nor can 
their sieve have always acted automatically. For what were they todo when 
a melody which deserved to be rejected on musical grounds pleaded for reten - 
tion on the sentimental ground of antiquity or old associations? That they 
have accomplished theic supreme'y difficalt task ina manner that will'com- 
mand unanimous approbation is not to b» expected. That the task has been 
accomplished as ably as possible, ani that its achievement is an enormous 
step in the direction of an improve! Synagogue S srvics, is not to be doubted. 
But it is clear that something besides publication, or even wide circulation, is 
needed in order to ensure the success of the new work. The more issue of a 
Hymnal will not improve the character of Synag»ga2 Masic. You may 
simplify the musical portions of the Servics as mach as you please, but there 
will be no congregational singing, and therefore- no good, no hearty, no 
impressive singing, unless the congregation make up their minds to sing. 
With the preparation of this Hymnal everything will have been done that 
could be done from outside, The rest, and the most vital part of the whole 
affair, must be left to the worshippers. Upon them it depends whether the 
wretched, devotion-killing, silent system which has prevailed so long in Gov's 
House shall continus unchecked, or whether it shall be replaced by an entha- 
siastic Service of Song rising, incense-like, from the heart of every man, 
woman and child in the synagogue. In short the publication of the Hymnal 
will be an infallible test of the sincerity and the religious fervour of Eagligh 
Jews. “ Here,” they are told, * are tunefal comp sitions which have been 
especially selected because they are well within the powers of those of you who 
are possessed of the most rudimentary musical gifts. Will you sing them?’ 
If the reply is “ Yes,” and the * Yes” is a practical one, well and good ; if 
it is a practical “ No,” then the recent demand for improved Synagogue Music 
is a sham, and Jewish enthusiasm fur Divine Worship a thing of the past. 
Unless within the next few years this Hymnal shall have helped totransform 
not merely the music of our synagogues but the demeanour, the emotions, the 
very being of the worshippers, then the indifference of Eaglish Jews towards 
that public worship which is the most potent source of spiritual life, will 
indeed be beyond remedy. 

That signs of an apathy so desperate are not wanting already 
is only too certain. Even without a Hymnal congregational singing 
is not impossible, This new publication may prove to be the signal 
and the motor of a revival of that personal interest and participation in the 
Service which made public worship 80 effective, so real, in bygone days, But 
the signal and the impulse might have been given long ago, before a Hymnal 
was ever dreamt of, if people had only willel it. With an iteration which 
would have been wearisome had it not been so necessary, we have insisted in 
these columns year alter year upon the desirability of congregations taking 
this question of Synagogue Singing into their own hands, and at‘empting by 
the formation of psalmody classes and similar expedients to infus: more soul, 
as well as greater wsthetic charm, into the musical parts of the Service. 
But we have preached in vain, The old, bad system has continued to 
flourish, simply for lack of the energy necessary to put an ent to it, Men— 
and women, too, with their more abundant leisure and their greater feeling 
for spiritual things—have felt no call to devote their gift of song to the service 
of the Giver. ‘The aptitade for organisation which characterises the Jewish 
mind has abandoned this one detail of synagogue management as though it 
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| were not worth attention, The task of honouring the Supreme with a form of 


worship well-ordered in every particular has failed to commend itself to the mo- 
dern Jewish conscience as a solemn duty, a positive religious obligation. The 
truth has been ignored that far above even the need of showing reverence? to the 
Atwieuty by a decorous and beautiful Service is the duty of establishing 
such a Service as a means of uplifting the human soul, But enough of the 
past. To recall its mistakes is useful only as a help towards guarding the 


future from them. Let us hope that the Synagogue may soon have euch a 
: Service as will change the congregant from the mere spectator into the ardent 
¥ worshipper, that our Llouses of Prayer may speedily be worthy of their name, 
y seeing that they are filled with souls aspiring, by the aid of solemn music, 


to find their way to Heaven and to discover their true path on earth, 


JEWISH COATS OF ARMS.—II 


' Jews obtained grants of arms long before ‘they acquirel rights of 
citizenship. In a few instances such grants were merely incidental to th: 
patents of nobility which, with curious inc sistency, were occasionally con- 
ferred on them, Jacob Batsheba Schmieles, who, in 1622, was ennobled 
by the Emperor Ferdinand, under the title Bassevi Van Treuenburg, received 
a coat consisting of a lion and eight stars on a field azure, (Graetz x,, 41). 
It was, however, principally dae to the example of the Marranos that a 
demand for heraldic devices arose among the Jews, Many of the Marranos 
were allied to the best blood in the Peninsula, and they brought with them 
to Ifolland and England escutcheons which they had borae with perfect 
right in their Iberian homes, Almost all the early tombstones in the 
Sephardi cemeteries at Amsterdam and London are ornamented with coats of 
arms which will be found to agree in nearly every particular, with the descrip- 
tions given under the same names in the “ Nobiliarchia Portugueza” of 

p Antonio de Villas Boas and other heraldic works. Some of the wealthier 

families, such as Suasso, Mendez, Da Costa, Vil'areal, Alvarez, Salvador, 
Cardoso, d' Aguilar, and Da Silva, registered their arms at Herald's College 
soon alter their settlement in this:country. When the Yehidim of Bevis 
Marks were observed to aflix arms to their coaches and family china, the 
wealthy members of the Duke's Place and Hambro’ Synagogues—such as 
Benjamin Levi, Moses Hart, Michael Adolphus, Aaron Franks, ant 
Benjamin Isaac-—made application to the Garter King for a similar privilege 
which was unhesitatingly granted them. Thus this “eustom of the 

: Gentiles” became fairly established among us, and there are few wealthy 

Jewish families to-day who do not quarter arms as bravely as though their 
ancestors had all been Crusaders. There is indeed a case on record of a 
{ - Christianised scion of an existing Anglo-Jewish family who obtained a grant 

| of arms on the strength of a fictitious pedigree tracing his descent from “a 

wan lering Knight of the Middle Ages.” Another family, of perfectly 
respectable Jewish origin, has conjured up, on the strength of a mistaken 
transliteration of the Hebrew surname borne by an aneestor, a tradition. of 
legitimate descent from an Eng'ish ducal house a portion of whose 
arms it has accordingly i lopt d, It is satisfa bory to know that these 
instances of unscrupulous snobbishness are not ex mplified by. professing 

Among the arma of Marrano families duly registered in this ¢ untry 
are those of Andrade, Bernal, Brandon, Coronel, Dias, Fernandez, L pes, 
Losada y Lousada, Sampayo and Nimen: 5. Many are not registered, such as 
Aguilar, Belisario, Castello and Lara, bat are nevertheless used by the fami- 
lies, The sristered 5 phardi ATILS- -that is arms ot Famili who di | not 
acquire heraldic rights by marriages with Gentiles, but assumed escutcheons 
abroad or received special grants here—include the names of Basevi, Disraeli, 
Franco, Gideon, Medina, Mocatta, Montefiore, Ramus, Ricardo and Sassoon. 
The principal charge on the Disraeli shield, which was alread y registered by 
the grandfather of Lord Beaconsticld, is a triple-towered castle, It might 
prove of considerable genealogical interest to ascertain what autho: ity Ben ja- 
‘ min d'Israeli had for this escutcheon seeing that the Halevis of Toledo—as 
we have already mentioned —used a similar device on their seals ant Toledo 
was the home of a very distinguished Jewish family named Israeli (Zunz : 

Zur Gesch. nu. Lit., pp. 425—428). Lord Beaconsfield was entitled, under 
the will of Mrs. Brydges Wylliams, of Carnanton, to quarter the Menles da 
(‘osta and Lara arms, but he never availed himself of the privilege, although 
ve did not declin® the bequest of £40,000 by which it was accompanied. 
Among the A shkenazi families who have rece) ved Maglish yrants are those of 
Adler, Barned, Barrow. Benjamin, Blumberg, Cohen, Davidson. De Symons, 
De Worms, Goldsmid, Hambro, Helbert, Israel, Jacobs. Jessel, Joseph, 
Law son, Levin, Mayer, Merton, Meyer, Moses, Moss, Nathan, Norden, 
Raphael, Rothschild, Salomons, Saul, Schomberg, W aley and W olf. 

besides the arms borne by Marrano families, the only escutcheons which 
Jews may be snid to have legitimately assumed are the shields hy row a] hy 
certain Ashkenazi famities from the house-signs of the Mrankfort Juden 
gasse, The most inportant of these is the coat used by the Rothschilds. 
The honours obtained by this distinguished house have made the coat a very 
elaborate One 5 but, over all its numerous charges, tay yet be seen a repre.

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AN ENGLISH JEW ADMITIED TO THE MERCHANT ari 
OF WINCHESTER A.D. 1268,

By the kiudness of Dean Kitchin, I am enabled to present the reader withs 
translation of an important document relating to the early history of the Jew 
this country which has hitherto been buried in the obscurity of a local newspaps 
the Jlampshire Chronicle.

In testimony wherevt we have wus te 
letter patent t» be made for him and sealed with our Common Seal, Give w te 
Friday neirest after the cloze of Easter (20-h April), in the 52nd year of ths mip 
of Kieg Henry, son of King John (se. A.D, 1263). 

I have no information about this Benedict who, so far as I know, oalyam 
this once in Anglo-Jewish history...

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 


MELBOURNE, 20, 1889, 


There has not been any local news of sufficient importance to forward to you 


since my last communication. The most recent event that has created a stir is the 


“ Education Conference for imparting Hebrew and Religious Education to Jewish 
Children,” the Chairman of which is the worthy President of the Melbourne Hebrew 
Congregation and Mayor of the City of Melbourne, viz., Sir B. Benjamin, of whose 
recent elevation to Kni rhthood you were of course aware long before the knowledyre 
reached our ears. Whilst on this subject I may inform you that the honour conferred 
on Sir Benjamin has given the greatest satisfaction, not only to the Jewish commu- 
nity, but to the public generally. [t is the intention to present to that gentleman an 
illuminated congratulatory address from the Hebrew Congregations in Victoria, of 
which there are at present six. Some time back in one of your issues you published 
as account of Australasian Judaism in anything but a favourable manner. Whoever 
was your informant I must inform you that there was therein the proverbial grain 
of truth and pound of allegory. Certainly matters Judaic are not as a rule followed 
80 closely as strict orthodoxy requires, bub there are still, thank God! hundreds of 
families yet in Victoria who remain traé to their ancestral faith, and carry ont ina 
their entirety the teachings of Judaism. 


To come back to the “ Education Conference.” The Melbourne -and Bast Mel. 
bourne Hebrew Congregations are at one to bring about an improvement in the 
mode of imparting Hebrew education, the St. Kilda congregation steadily opposing 
their efforts. This action will, however, not have much effectas up to the present 
time that congregation has, as far as communal matters have been concerned. been 
conspicuous by doing nothing in particular and doing it very well, I forward- you 
herewith copies of the circulars issued by the Conference as also the Report of the 
public meeting of the community held on the 9th inst. ft am pleased to inform 
you that some united arrangement has been come to between the congregations 
with respect to the defraying of the cost of motzas distributed to the Jewish poor 
hitherto the whole of the burden being thrown on the Melbourne Hebrew econgre- 
gation. Negotiations are now proceeding for united action with respect to burials — 
Shechita Board—and * Chevra Kedusha,” the result of which | shall forward to you 
in due course. Mr. E. L. Zox, M.L.A,, has been re-elected a member of Parliamen, 
for East Melbourne, and itis the intention of Sir LB. Benjamin to stand for the 
M,L.C., equivalent to your House of Lords, at the coming September Ele Lion. 


There isa feeling here thatthe whole of the convregations should be under one 
Board of Management, and some definite course of action will shortly be taken in 
reference thereto. The ques‘'ion of having lady choristera and an organ in the 
synagogue is also mooted, but I am ol opinion that the congregations Yielding 
allegiance to the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, will not take action in the matter ; 
unfortunately there are a number of so-called Jewish residents who, not having 
learned Hebrew. clamour for the Reading-of te Prayers in English, but no alteration 
in Divine Service is likely to be made yet awhile. The schoois ate being carried on 
for Hebrew instruction only, the Secular Schools have been abandoned, the result is 
very unsatisfactory, and should prove an incentive for prompt action beiog taken in tae 
matter, The statf of otiiversa of the Melbourne Hebrew Congrevation remains as 
before, the only alteration being in the school; Me..l.

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LITERARY INTELLIGENCE, 


Dr, Julius Landsberger, the Chief Rabbi of the Darmstadt town and district, 
will reach his seventieth birthday on Saturday next, the 10th of August. The vener- 
able doctor, who came from Posen to Dirmstiadt, is greatly esteemed in Govern- 
ment circles, as well as in his community. He is the author of several works 
amongst which we only mention his edition of the Fables of Sophos, and his 
translation of Calonymos, in rhyme! prose.

A NEW HEBREW PRIMER.

Elements of Hebrew Reading. (Edinburgh: M. Langman). 


There is undoubtedly a demand for a good and cheap Elementary Hebrew Read- 
ing Book. The excellent Exercise Book by Mr. Solomon Sebag (which has reached 
a third edition) and the Primer by the late Dr, Benisch, do not seem to have quite 
met the wants of teachers and pupils. The new cheap edition of the Prayer Book 
recently published at the low price of sixpence by Mr. P. Vallentine especially for 
school use, with the approval of the Chief Rabbi, is found to be useful in teaching 
translation to children. But not any of these books quite meets the demauds for a 
timple instruction book, at a popular price, in which shall be combined the elements 
of Hebrew Grammar with suitable easy exercises for reading and translation. The 
compiler of the book before us tells us that he “ believes he has been successful in 
making it the most perfect Primer of the Hebrew language ever published.” This 
is an unfortunate reflection upon previous publications, for this little book is not 
quite free from blemishes, especially in the Eaglish. The exercises would have been 
more useful if they had been confined to portions of the Bible and a few short 
Blessings. The printing is very clear and the first part particularly will be found 
useful in teaching Hebrew reading to young children.
